tically serviceable. I want their ad- 
vice, a program by them, formulated 
in the most definite terms. Whether 
we can reaonably propose the whola 
of it to the Congress immediately 
or not. we can, determine when we 
have studied it. 
The important 
thinsr now Is to Snow fully iraat we 
need. Congress certainly will wel- 
come ouch advice an3 follow to the 
limit of its opportunity. 
It should be a nlan for a consistent 
and progressive development of this 
great defensive arm of the nation, 
and should be of such a kind as to 
commend itself-to every patriotic and 
practical -mart 


LETTER TO GARRISON. 


In the letter to Secretary Garrison th» 
President wrote: 
I have been giving scarcely less 
thnusrht than you youreif have to the 
quei-ion of adequate preparation for 
national defense, and I am anxious,
